and France, and the the participation 
of England on the one side and of 
Italy on the other seems imminent.

the great Napoleonic wars, and with 
modern armament and larger popu- 
lations nothing has occurred like it 
since the world began. 


"It is a cataclysm. It is a retro- 


grade step, in Christian civilization. 
It "will be difficult to keep the vari- 
ous countries of the Balkans out of 
the war, and Greece" and Turkey may 
take part in it. All Europe is to be 
a battleground. 


"One thing I think we can reason- 


ably count on is that with the pros- 
tration of industry, with the blows 
to prosperity, with the state of flux 
that is likely to follow this titanic 
struggle, there will be every oppor- 
tunity for common sense to resume 
its sway; and after the horrible ex- 
penditure of the blood of the best 
and the savings of the rich and poor, 
the opportunity and the motive for a 
reduction of armament and the tak 
ing away of temptation to further 
war will be greatly enhanced.

Money for Moving Crops 


What steps are you prepared to 


take to assist the banks of the coun- 
try in financing the unprecedented 
crop yield of this season? 


Answer.—If the necessity appears, 


I shall again deposit 
government 


money in the banks to assist in mov- 
ing the crops. 
On June 29 a letter 


was sent to the president of each of 
the 
seventy-five hundred 
national 


banks in the country, asking if he ex- 
pected any unusual demand in his 
locality for money during the next 
six months; if so, for what purpose, 
and in what month it would be most 
needed. 
The replies will enable the 


department to determine intelligently 
what assistance is required. 


It is my purpose to deposit gov- 


ernment funds, not only to move 
crops, but to help every kind of legiti- 
mate business in every section of the 
country where I am convinced that 
assistance is necessary or desirable. 


This will be done in a sane and 


rational way with due regard to con- 
ditions and not improvidently. 
In 


spite of partisan statements to the 
contrary, 
this 
administration 
has 


done more directly to help the farm- 
ers and business generally by using 
treasury money to relieve stringency, 
to restore financial equilibrium and 
to promote confidence, than any oth- 
er administration within my knowl- 
edge. 


Last Year's Relief 


In fact, this administration, for the 


first time in the history of govern- 
ment, put money directly in those 
sections of the country where crops 
were to be moved and where it was 
most 
needed, 
taking 
commercial 


by the bank oifeiing it. So the gov- 
ernment has not only all the assets of 


j the bank behind the paper, but the 
responsibility of the makers them- 
selves. 
Last year the treasury de- 


posited $37,086,000 almost wholly 
against this kind of paper. 
Every 


dollar was paid back to the treasury 
on April 2, 1914, and the govern- 
ment received as profit, at 2 per cent. 
interest, $267,844.51. 


The Claflin failure, by the way, 


simply proves all over again what has 
been proved thousands of times be- 
fore—the futility of o"ver-expansion. 
Neither tariff laws nor alleged de- 
pression were responsible for that 
failure. It is the old familiar cry of 
"biting off more than you can chew." 
It also proves the economic fallacy of 
too much consolidation. The combi- 
nation of thirty retail stores in as 
many separated cities got beyond the 
available capital of the mother con- 
cern and also beyond the "limits of 
efficiency. 


Will it Prevent Panics? 


When the federal reserve associa- 


tion is in working order do you be- 
lieve that it will prevent panics? 


Answer.—Assuming wise adminis- 


tration, and that, I think, is certain, 
the new system ought to prove a suc- 
cessful preventive of financial panics. 
And why shouldn't we assume "wise 
administration" of the system? The 
able American mind is not yet obso- 
lete and patriotism is not yet dead! 


j There is abundant material to draw 
from, not only for members of the 
federal reserve board, but also for 
directors of the federal reserve banks. 
We are usually the slowest people on 
earth to correct our own abuses, but 
when we once begin the job we gen- 
erally do it thoioughly. 


We have been trying without avail 


tor almost halt a century to reform

en by the Massachusetts Experiment 
.tation it was found that arsenate of

o kill poison ivy on large trees over 
6 to 10 inches in diameter and on 
stone walls, buildings, etc. In open 
fields, however, this treatment proved 
expensive and injurious to other 
vegetation, rendering the land use- 
ess for several years.

alcohol, or with a saturated solution 
of sugar of lead in alcohol, using a 
fresh bit of lint or absorbent cotton 
each time, to avoid spreading the irri- 
tant. The sugar of lead solution can 
not be used over extensive areas be- 
cause of risk of lead poisoning. Cov- 
ering the inflamed parts with lint or 
absorbent 
cotton kept 
constantly 


moist with limewater or with a sat- 
urated solution of bicarbonate of 
soda will afford relief. 
When this 


cannot be used, a simple ointment, 
such as zinc oxide ointment, is recom- 
mended. 
A solution containing 1 


ounce of fluid extract of grindelia to 
1 pint of water applied on cloths and 
allowed to evaporate may afford re- 
lief. Blackwash, prepared by adding 
1 dram of calomel to 1 pint of lime- 
water, may be applied two or three 
times a day, allowed to dry, and fol- 
lowed by 2inc-oxide ointment. This 
treatment must be used with caution 
in extensive cases because of the pos- 
sibility of mercury poisoning. 
The 


acute inflammation of ivy poisoning 
is sometimes followed by eczema and 
secondary infections of the skin, 
which in mild cases will yield readily 
to treatment with bland antiseptic 
ointments. A formula highly recom- 
mended for ivy poisoning and often 
especially helpful at this stage is the 
following:

Carbolic acid 
2 grams 


Resorcin .' 
2 grams 


Bismuth subgallate 
4 grams 


Equal parts water and lime- 


water to make 
250 c. c. 


This solution may be dabbed on 


the affected parts several times a day.

recommended. It may be possible to 
employ some one to remove the plant 
who is not affected by it, since many 
individuals are practically immune 
from the effects of poison ivy. 
In 


burning poison ivy care must be tak- j 
en to keep away from the smoke, as 
cases of serious injury to eyes, nose, 
and throat from the poison conveyed 
by this means have been reported. 


The toxic properties of poison ivy 


are attributed to a nonvolatile oil 
which is found in all parts of the 
plant even after long drying. Minute 
amounts of this oil are capable of 
causing extensive inflammation. The 
oil is insoluble in water but may be 
removed by alcohol or destroyed by 
a solution of sugar of lead and alco- 
hol. As a preventive measure thor- 
ough and repeated washing with 
warm water and strongly alkaline 
soap as soon as possible after con- 
tact with poison ivy is advisable, and 
it should be borne in mind that the 
poison may be transferred indirectly 
from clojthing, gloves, and imple- 
ments, also from towels used by 
those who have been in contact with 
the plant. 


Since ivy poisoning generally sub- 


sides within a few days, the treat- 
ment of mild cases is simple. There 
is, however, no one remedy that will 
cure all cases. In Rftvere cases a phy- 
sician should be consulted.

HERE GOES YOUR MONEY. 


Vance McCormick, Democratic candidate for governor, with character- 


istic directness and simplicity, has already, early in the campaign, laid his 
finger upon one of the very weak spots in the Republican machine. He is 
not talking in generalities, but in facts, when he points out the notorious 
abuses perpetrated by the state senate and the raids which it has permit- 
ted upon the public treasury to satisfy its own love of ease and luxury. I 


When he points out that during the last session of the legislature 


there were two employes in the senate for even member of the body, ana' 
that the ordinary salaries and expenses of that six months' session, outside' 
of printing and other necessary outlays, was $100,000, he has produced a| 
concrete example of the utter recklessness with which the leaders of the' 
Republican organization in the legislature squandered the people's money. 


There is no possible answer to his plain statement of che fact that the 


senate required five sergeants-at-arms and nine doorkeepers, at a total ex- 
pense of $15,000, to keep the members in order and to watch the four 
doors. 


Nor can any excuse be offered for the fact that thirteen clerks, at $7 a 


day each, drawing a total of ?14,500 during a six months' session, were em- 
ployed to attend sessions of senate committees which never met. 


Nor can the need be shown for three custodians of committee rooms, 


three custodians of wash rooms, three custodians of the basement, at $6 
a day apiece, and drawing more than $6000 during the session, to look af- 
ter property for which the Board of Public Grounds and Buildings already 
has vast appropriations to pay permanent and regular watchmen and 
guards. 


The mere fact that useless employes of this one chamber of the legis- 


lature drew $55,000 for a half-year's work is significant, not only that it 
represents one big leak in the public treasury, but also in the fact that it 
is only symptomatic of the grafts and losses from which the state has suf- 
fered m every department of its business for a generation. No one can 
know how many of the millions collected from the taxpayers have gone for 
projects just as useless, and perhaps more scandalous, than these padded 
pay rolls under the direct ej e of the Republican leaders. 


It is also significant in showing the keen fondness of the machine 


leaders for placing their personal political satellites upon the pay roll of 
the state, thereb> saving themselves the unpleasant necessity of providing 
loaves and fishes for their consumption.

flesh of his community. His Hoges- 
town Horse and Cattle Show is an- 
other institution he tounded to inter- j 
est the farmer in better things. 


He HI e'vise c^l'ibited famous breeds j 


of cows ar;d other stock, had them 
judged arc! their merits explained by 
experts. 
He proved to the farmer 


that it was just as cheap to keep good , 
stock as bad stock and heaps more 
productive. The answer is obvious. 
Farms in that part of Pennsylvania 
bear no suggestive relations whatever 
to their former selves. 


And the farms in that section will be 


still more efficient in carrying- out the 
rural 
teaching that two blades of 


grass shall grow where only one grew 
before. Succeeding generations will 
see to that, for there is scarcely a 
Tarmer's boy in this district, covered 
by the influence of the Hogestown 
show, who at some time or another 
las not beer a member of the boys' 
:udging classes at the exhibition. This 
eature of the show is dear to the 
founder's heart. He is an admirer of 
pure breeds in workaday horses and 
milk-giving cows but, if anything, he 
s more interested in having the boys 
nstructed as to what constitutes good 
itock. 


These boys are taught to act as 


judges under expert instruction. They 
examine the animals as the experts 
do, and after they have made their 
findings, the professional judges show 
them where they were wrong anc 
where they were right in their ap 
praisal of the stock. There is 
born infco these youths one of the 
sound principles of successful farm 
ing. They are nrotected against the 
"sharker" who trails the country to 
"swap" horses, and they are enlight- 
ened as to not only what to buy in the 
way of livestock, but what not to buy 


This feature of the show, introduced 


by Mr. McCormick, illustrates his de- 
votion to the ideas of practicability 
and efficiency 
He is not a theorist 


of dreamy depths and devotees at that 
shrine doubtless have been disappoint- 
ed at his refusal to embrace their 
ideas, however good in theory these 
were, which could not be put into 
practice. Thus from the procession 
of weird and fantastic reforms which 
has been passing and re-passing up 
and down the world in the last few 
years, he has not hesitated to refuse 
to accept the entire program in one 
mouthful, but has 
chosen carefully 


only those vhich are right and prac- 
ticable, as he sees them. 


Nor can he be considered a con- 


servative as conservatives are known. 
He is, on the other hand, robustly 
progressive, but not radical. He strove 
with might and main to make a bet- 
ter Harrisburg by helping to project 
and consummate great sewage works, 
an efficient filtration plant, an exten- 
sive sewer system and paved streets, 
but he did not force a paternalistic 
government or municipal ownership, 
even if he didn't own a penny of stock 
in such privately owned enterprises. 
He thinks that such movements de- 
pend on local conditions and that they 
are doomed to failure unless the char- 
acter of a city's officialdom and the 
conscientiousness of its administra- 
tors 
guarantees 
effective 
manage- 
ment. 


His administration as mayor of his 


city was marked by a strict and reli- 
gious adherence to law. His campaign 
was based on a "clean-up" and im- 
provement issue. He did both with a 
completeness that left his enemies lit- 
tle on which to stand and bereft them 
of their last hope. Liquor men had 
been violent political foes in the cam- 
paign. A few months after his Inaugu- 
ration they were singing his praises, 
for he had scattered to the four winds 
the speakeasies which glutted the city 
and as a result the liqnor traffic flowed 
back into its legalized channels. 


Petty violators of the law admired 


him, too, because while, sitting as a 
city magistrate, he was a stern judge, 
he was likewise just. Monday after- 
noon's police court was noisome with 
Saturday night jags. As the mayor dis- 
pensed justice, he extended no mercy 
to the anaemic, persistent "drunk," 
but for the man who was hardworking, 
had a family and perhaps stumbled as 
he met old friends of a Saturday night, 
there was every opportunity to go 
home and brace up. "Look at his 
hands" was the frequent command of 
the mayor to the police lieutenant. 
"la he a working man?" was the next 
question, and if the hands of the pris- 
oner was callous and bore the marks 
of toil, the mayor turned him loose. 
So even the men who only .slightly 
brushed the law became strong fol- 
lowers of this judge. 


SURGKKY FOR SICK TUBES 


A cavity in a decayed tree is some- 


thing hke a (dvit> in a decayed tooth. 
If an unreliable tree surgeon who 
has been called in to save the tree 
only partially removes the diseased 
part ot the -wood, uses np antiseptic 
coatings in the cavity, and fills it up 
with cement, the tree is no more 
cured than is a person whose decayed 
tooth has not been properly filled by 
a dentist. The only difference is that 
after the tree cavity has been cover- 
ed, if the work has not been properly 
done, the tree has no way of making 
its trouble known except by further 
decay. 


Within the last decade there has 


been a great increase in demand for 
surgeons to repair decaying shade 
trees, but the possibilities of practic- 
ing fraud in ihis profession, like the 
instance just cited, have tempted so 
many unreliable people to dabble in 
the science that tree surgery has 
fallen somewhat into disrepute. The 
Department realizes that commercial 
tree surgery should occupy a high 
place in the estimation of the public, 
and has recently issued a pamphlet 
entitled "Practical 
Tree Surgery," 


wherein suggestions are made for im- 
provement along these lines.

As in all professions, there are re- 


liable and unreliable men and firms 
competing for contracts in tree sur- 
gery. In recent years so many occa- 
sions have arisen when property own- 
ers felt the necessity of calling in 
commercial tree surgeons to attend 
to their trees that there are now- 
numerous firms, both8 honest and dis- 
honest, engaged in the work. Usu- 
ally tree surgery is practiced in con- 
nection with some nearly related line, 
but often it is taken up as a business 
of itself. 
When a blight such as the 


chestnut bark disease infects- the 
trees of a district, the community, or 
individuals in it, will often spend con- 
siderable money to control ravages 
which may rob the whole district of 
its trees. An affection like the chest- 
nut bark disease is contagious. 
It 


requires scientific knowledge of the 
disease to know whether an affected 
tree should be destroyed at once or is 
worth treating. It requires scientific 
training to "understand the manner of 
growth of the fungi causing the dis- 
ease and what treatment is best. 


Many individuals who have had 


faith in tree surgery have lost it 
through following the advice of un- 
reliable tree surgeons who1 claimed to 
be able to diagnose a case, but whose 
main interest was to collect a good 
sum of money for their work. 
Misuse of Pruning HOOKS and Climb- 


ing Devices

Every new wound may fur- 
nish a new point of entrance for de- 
cay, even though the old dead branch 
may have been removed. 


The use of climbing spurs should 


be particularly avoided on trees in 
vicinities where there is a contagious 
nfection. 
They simply render the 


Created tree all the more liable to 
:atch the disease which is "in the 
air." 


All properly equipped firms of com- 


mercial surgeons should have ladders 
,hat would reach 40 or more feet in- 
o a tree. Ladders, ropes, and rub- 
ber-soled shoes will allow a man td 
•each practically every part. Relia- 
ble estimates indicate that it takes 
somewhat longer (perhaps 25 per 
cent, on an average) to do work on 
a tree when these are used instead 
of climbing, spurs, and this is one 
reason why many firms who value re- 
muneration 
more than reputation 


use the spurs.

If 
the papers and the political partisans 
didn't make a noise about it, as little 
would have been heard of it as has 
been felt of it, and that is nothing. 


When the federal reserve banks 


are in full operation they can exer- 
cise a material influence upon gold 
imports and exports and furnish a 
large measure of protection to our 
gold reserve, if the need at any time 
arises. 


Gold Holdings Have Increased 
Have the gold holdings of the 


treasury increased or decreased dur- 
ing the gold export movement? 


Answer.-They have increased. July 


1, 1913, the total stock of gold in the 
country was $1,866,619,157. July 1, 
1914, 
the total stock of gold in the 


country (after deducting all exports 
during the year) was $l",892,154,731, 
showing an actual increase in the 
total stock of gold for the year of 
$25,535,574. 
Not only was there a 


gain during the fiscal year in the to- 
tal stock of gold in the country, but 
there was a gain of $17,363,237 in 
the amount of gold in the treasury. 


Gold Imports, $05,232,067 


Answer.—No, it certainly is not 


due to foreign competition. 
I be- 


lieve that the gold exports since Jan- 
uary 1, which, by the way, have been 
abnormal only in the month of June, 
do not necessarily indicate that the 
actual balance of trade is against 
this country. They are due principal- 
ly to the constant sale, for several 
months, by Europeon holders, of 
American securities. 
The total ex- 


ports of gold for the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1914, were ?112,432,165, 
whereas the imports of gold for the 
same year (June estimated) were 
$65,232,067, so that the net exports 
of gold for the entire fiscal year just 
ended were only $47,200,098. 
This 


is a bagatelle so far as affecting the 
strength of our position is concerned, 
and has no particular significance. 
For the same fiscal year, as already 
stated, our total stock of gold in 
spite of these exports, increased $25,- 
535,574. 
I want to call attention 


particularly to the $65,232,067 of 
jold imported during the year. This 
:s, at least, a very tidy amount, but 
very little is ever heard of gold im- 
ports, whereas gold exports are play- 
ed up furiously.

Do present indications point to a

Answer.—Yes, there is no doubt 


hat we shall be able to import gold 
n the fall if we want to. The mar- 
keting of our crops must necessarily 
create huge balances m our favor. 
Gold imports do not, however, always 
follow because the balance of trade 
is in our favor. If our credits can be 
more profitably employed in Europe 
they will remain there until such 
time as they can be more profitably 
employed at home.

urally follow. 


The Gold Behind the Greenbacks 
With the abolition of the endless 


chain greenback system will there be f

What, in your opinion, is the cause 


of the present depressed state of 
business, which has reduced the oper- 
ating capacity of steel and other 
trades and thrown many people out 
of employment? 


Answer.—Business depression has 


been grossly exaggerated. The treas- 
ury department touches intimately 
business in all parts of the country, 
especially the banking business of the 
country. 
The reports which have 


come to me from many reliable and 
well informed sources convince me 
that the chief depression exists in 
those industries and business which 
are dependent largely upon the rail- 
way for orders. 
There is no doubt 


about the fact that the railroads have 
withheld orders for supplies and have 
deferred maintenance of way and 
equipment to the utmost possible ex- 
tent for the past six months. I don't 
say this is illegitimate. 
They have 


been suffering from reduced earnings 
during this period, and caution would 
induce many of them to proceed slow- 
ly, but the greatest impelling motive 
undoubtedly has been their desire to 
make as few commitments as possi- 
ble until the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has rendered its decision 
on heir application for increase in 
rates. An examination of the reports 
of the railroads as to maintenance 
of way, equipment, etc., during this 
period 
would 
undoubtedly verify 


these conclusions.

When gold is withdrawn for export 
t is usually upon presentation of 
gold certificates against which there 
s 100 per cent of gold on deposit in 
he treasury. The amount of green- 
backs presented is relatively small. 


I consider the position of the treas- 


iry of the country impregnable so far 
s gold is concerned. Moreover, our 
tock of gold is increasing each year 
ot only through domestic produc 


tion, which is large, but also through 
the constant increase in the wealth of 
the nation. 


We have 
only $349,120,016 of 


greenbacks and treasury notes out- 
standing, against which we hkve a 
gold reserve of $150,000,000. 
We 


shall in time get 100 per cent, of 
gold behind the greenbacks, provided 
the surplus earnings of the federal 
reserve banks shall be used as the 
act authorizes, "to supplement the 
gold reserve held against outstand- 
ing United States notes." This is a 
very wise provision of the law. 


Paying Debts or landing Money 
It has been claimed that the pres- 


ent outflow of gold has been due to 
the unfavorable balance of trade, as 
well as to the enormous expenditures 
of American tourists in Europe dur- 
ing this season or the year.

also true that, because of the rail- 
road and other Wall Street scandals, 
Europe has been sending American 
securities back to us in enormous vol- 
ume, and that the gold shipments, to 
a great degree, represent liquidation 
of the indebtedness thus created? 


Answer.—The outfiaw of gold at 


my time shows that we are either 


had been put into service. It should

foodstuffs at home, which reduced 
our usual exportations of those arti- 
cles.

gardless of politics, seem to think 
that a cessation of legislation having 
in view the regulation of railroad 
and industrial corporations would do 
much to bring about a return of con- 
fidence. Do you believe that legisla- 
tion of this sort is responsible for the 
present business situation, or that a 
postponement of proposed legisla- 
tion would restore confidence? 


Answer.—No; legislation is not re- 


sponsible for the present business sit- 
uation, nor will a postponement of 
proposed legislation—the anti-trust 
laws, 
for instance—restore 
confi- 


dence. 


The lack of such legislation im- 


pairs confidence. 
The passage, not 


postponement, of such legislation 
will establish confidence. So long as 
the trust question remains in the po- 
litical arena it will be a cause for 
discussion and agitation. 
Agitation 


disturbs confidence. 
The way to ef- 


fectively put out the fires of agitation 
is by applying corrective remedies 
that square.with intelligent public 
opinion. Then confidence will be se- 
cured, because the issue will be right- 
ly settled. 


The tariff law and the currency 


law prove this. There is no disturb- 
ing thought now about the tariff. 
It 


is settled, and the manufacturers and 
business men may do business on a 
definite basis. 
The currency ques- 


tion is settled, and there is no more 
uncertainty about our financial sys- 
tem. 


Confidence in our financial future 


is firmly established. It is no longer 
the subject of debate, and so it will be 
with the trust question. Enactment 
of the right corrective measures now 
>will put agitation to sleep and give 
business the rest it craves and can 
realize only from wise statutes.

Will the income tax rate be in- 


No '"Tinkering" With the Tariff 
If the dwindling revenues of the 


government continue, will the tariff 
bill be amended or duties in certain 
schedules increased? 


Answer.—The revenues of 
the 


government are not dwindling; they 
are increasing. 
No amendment of 


the tariff schedules will, therefore, be 
necessary. 
It is a gratifying reflec- 


tion that it will not be necessary to 
tinker with the tariff and that our 
manufacturers now have a definite 
basis upon which they may do busi- 
ness. 
The revenues of the govern- 


ment were greater for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1914, than for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1913. The 
treasury is in splendid condition, with 
a net balance in the general fund of 
more than $150S000,000. 


No Bond Issue Likely 


Is it the intention of the treasury 


department to put out new issues of 
treasury notes and Panama bonds in 
the near future? 


Answer.—No, there is no present 


necessity, nor do I contemplate any 
in the near future, for the issuance of 
treasury 
notes or Panama Canal 


bonds. 
There have been expended 


by the government out of current 
revenues on the Panama Canal more 
than $240,000,000. 
The Secretary 


has the right to reimburse the treas- 
ury for these expenditures at any 
time he thinks advisable through the 
sale of Panama Canal bonds, but, as 
I said before, no such necessity is in 
sight."

Answer.—I think it is splendid,

This shortage resulted from the 


poor crops of last year. An analysis 
of our imports, which increased from 
April and May, 1914, over the same 
months of 1913, shows that the great 
bulk of them comprise articles that 
do not compete with our manufactur- 
ers. 
Many of them were on the free 


list of the old tariff, such, for in- 
stance, as coffee, cotton, fertilizers, 
fibres, hides and skins, india rubber, 
raw silk and bananas, all of which 
show large increases in the aggregate. 
Raw wool, which was previously 
dutiable, was put on the free list by 
the present law, and a large part of 
the increased imports are represent- 
ed by that item. 
Nevertheless the 


price of raw wool to the American 
producer has increased. 


These importations show that our 


wool manufacturers must be busy 
turning out a larger quantity of fin- 
shed goods. The duty on sugar was 
reduced and the importations of su- 
;ar were largely increased. It would 
be tiresome in the extreme and would 
nvolve a lengthy discussion to go 
nto a complete analysis of the ex- 


creased instead? 


Answer.—I see no present reason 


for increasing the income tax. 


Has the collection of the income 


tax at the source been a success? 


Answer.—Yes, more so than ex- 


pected. 


Is it true that complaints of the 


annoyances caused by the present sys- 
tem of collection have been so gener- 
al throughout the country that the 
government is considering some oth- 
er method of making the collections? 


Answer.—There has been an ap- 


parent attempt upon the part of the 
partisan press to make it appear that 
there has been a great amount of 
complaint about the collection of the 
income tax at the source, and that 
there is general dissatisfaction with 
this new form of taxation. This is 
not correct. I have made it a point 
to secure information upon this sub- 
ject and the reports we get from the 
collectors of internal revenue through- 
out the country show that there have 
been remarkably few complaints and 
very little grumbling on the part of 
those who pay the tax. The experi- 
ence of the first year of the income 
tax has proved that the legislation is 
successful. 
Most people recognize 


the justness of this form of taxation. 
The law went into operation twenty- 
seven days after its passage, and 
threw upon the treasury department 
an amount of work almost superhu- 
man in its character. The time was so 
short within which to prepare regu- 
lations for the collection of the tax at 
the source, and the system was so 
new, 
that a good deal of confusion 


and inconvenience resulted at first. 


During the coming fiscal year an 


effort will be made to simplify as 
much as possible the methods of col- 
lecting the tax. 
The department is 


anxious to do this, not only for the 
comfort and convenience of those who 
have to pay it, but in order to make
